Rules for the Medical Inspection of Vessels at the Port of Calcutta, 


Rule J.—The master of every in-coming vessel, on board of which there is either among 
the passenge:s or crew any case of cholera, small-pox, measles, or other epidemic disease 
common in India, or of diptheria, or scarlatina, or if two or more deaths from tmknown or 
suspicious causes have occurred on the voyage, shall report such case or cases to the pilot 
immediately upon his going on board at the Sandheads, and the pilot shall hoist a signal, 
which shall be during the day flag R of the Commercial Code at the main, and during night 
two white lights, one over the other, at the fore, and the pilot in charge, in addition to 
hoisting the signal R at the. main, is to telezraph from Saugor, or the nearest telegraph 
station, the name of the particular disease and number of cases on board, both to tne Port 
Officer and to the Health Officer of the Port of Calcutta, using table 22 of the Pilot’s Cypher 
Code, # 

Rule II.—The Port Officer on receiving information telegraph from San; or an: 
telegraph station, that a vessel having small-pox on rea Seca the tation oa ahr 
shall at once communicate the information to the Health Officer of the Town and the Ly 

issioner of Police, with a view to obtain the services of yaccinators with a sai ly of 
Jymph in sufficient time to commence the necessary vaccine operation immediately after the 
ships arrival, and to obtain the assistance of the police for removing cases of small-pox on 
oe fae BIT.

Rule II.—The Deputy issioner of Police, as early as possible after rece; di

Rule 1V.—The Health Officer, as early as possible after the arrival of the vessel in port, 
- shall inspect it, and more especially its sanitary condition, shall enquire into the circumstances 
- attending the case or cases of the said disease, shall arrange for the conveyance of all persons 
‘suffering from such disease to a hospital, unless such person, if suffering from a disease other 
than small-pox, or his friends, can make adequate provision elsewhere, and shall also arrange 
for the di al of the dead, if any, if the friends are not able to make suitable arrangements 
or are unwilling to carry them out. 


Rule F.~Where the disease or diseases in question, other than small-pox, is or are limited 
to one or two cases, the vessel shall not be prohibited from taking up the usual place of 
anchorage in the port, nor shall the passengers be detained on board pending the inspection 
_ of the Health Officer ; but the master of the vessel shall be held responsible that no passenger 

suspected of having such disease is allowed to depart before this inspection. 

Rule VI,—Where cases otiaer than small-pox have been more numerous than two, or 
when from their occurring on a pilgrim or emigrant ship, or for other special reasons, further 
precaution may be deemed advisable, the vessel shall anchor at Meteabrooj ghat, and none of 
the passengers shall be allowed to leave until the Health Officer has made his inspection. 

Rule ViI.—In case of small-pox (even on the occurrence of one case only) the vessel 
shall anchor at Meteabrooj gh&t, and ncne of the passengers or crew shall be allowed to leave 
until the Health Officer of the Port has made his inspection and given permission, It shall 
be the duty of the Health Officer of the Port to vaccinate or have vaccinated all persons who 
appear to require this protection, and to arrange with the police for the removal to hospital 
of all affected persons after their bodies have been anointed with carbolised oil or other 
disinfectant. 

Rule VIIT.—Vessels coming under these last two rules shall be thoroughly cleansed and 
disinfected in the manner provided by the rules made under the Indian Ports Act, 1889.

(4) Telegrams should, 
pt when extreme precision is important, be expressed in as few words as are consistent 
with clearly conveying the intended meaning ; and mere auxiliary or c mnective words, which 
can obviously be filled in by the receiver, should be omitted.”
